They were so eager 
to get inside the city and plunder the 
place that they did not observe the 


until they Were close upon them, 
whereupon the Mohammedans fied pre- 
cipitately, carrying off all the cattle 
outside the city. 

The Christian clergy and the whole 
population welcomed their deliverers 
with great rejoicing. Col. Leutfi vie- 
ited the churches and schools and 
placed guards at various points 
Since then there has been no inter- 
nal disorder, and no danger from the 
Mohammedans, but the famine is in-

Hard Times Not Responsible 
for Condition.

CHICAGO, May 5.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch. ] Government ownership of ratl- 
roads in Canada has not turned out 
to be a profitable investment for the 
people. The Dominion government 
owns and operates the Inter-Colonial 
and the Prince Edward Island roads. 
Gross earnings of the lines for the 
twelve months ended on March 31, last, 
amounted to $9,544,569, and operating 
expenses to $9,595,295, leaving a deficit 
of $60,726, although there were no in- 
terest charges to be met and no un- 
usual amount was spent for mainten- 
ance. 

Taken together, the two roads are 
1748 miles long, of which the Inter- 
Colonial owns 1449 miles, and the 
Prince Edward Island, 299 miles. The 
bulk of the earnings was from the In- 
ter-Colonial, the gross being $9,173,559, 
and operating expenses $9,157,436, leav- 

net earnings of $16,123. This makes 
the Prince Edward Island road re- 
sponsible for the entire deficit.

BRITISH MARKSMEN WIN. 


Sight Caliber Competition Results in 
Excellent Scores by the Win- 
ning Team.

WASHINGTON, May 5.—British 
rifiemen, in the international small 
bore match just ended, demonstrated 
their superiority over the Americans 
by scoring an overwhelming victory. 
The match was a friendly one, with 
small-bore rifles on gallery ranges in 

the respective countries. 

The British team made the grand 
total of 14,583 points out of a possible 
15,000, or an average of 291 per man. 
3 of the American team were 
14.178. 

An official statement by the National 
Rifle Association given out today says 
it is hard to explain this inferiority of 
the American marksmen since the 
team was made up of some of best 
experts in the country.

JUDGE HUTTON’'S STATEMENT. 
In reply to the allegations of Dar- 
ford, Judge Hutton made thé fol- 
lowing statement last night:

Bridgman, president of Hamilton Uni- 
versity, of St. Paul, Minn, when I was 
very young. About the year 1889 1 took 
cut my first papers and between five 
and six years later I appeared before 
Judge Cadwell then judge of the Dis- 
trict Court, presiding in Scott county. 
Minn., with two witnesses as to res 
dence, and was then and there admit- 
ted to full citizenship, dnd took the 
oath of allegiance in open court. 

“I did everything that was recuired

OMANCE? NO, MUCK! 

The ruin of Athens followed the inordinate 
love of the Athenians for the drama. Satire and 
ridicule sapped patriotism, and although the effect 
of that satire has influenced the world’s literature 
for many centuries,,it helped Attica not a whit. 
In the face of this lesson, a number of presumably 
“artistic temperaments” are still preaching of the 


The rage of obscenity that has taken possession 
of the stage in New York is of more interest to 
the students of sociology than to those of the 
drama. The human being was endowed by his 
God with the combined passions, emotions and sen- 
timents of the entire animal world, and given a 
of his own. If he was capable of governing 
hirwelf, it would be of interest to speculate on 
the degree of perfection—or degeneracy—that would 
ultimately result. As it is, he is an animal of 
emulation, and the predominance of any one of his 
natural instincts depends upon outside influences. 

It has been proved that the small-boy criminal 
is often a direct product of criminality in moving 
pictures. As a matter of fact, the criminals in the 
films come to a speedy and a well-deserved end, but 
a boy is influenced by the physical action of the pie- 
ture, and the abstract moral is entirely lost upon 
him. His natural instinct to go out and hurt some- 


| body, to steal his neighbor’s bone, comes floating 


back from prehistoric ages and lands him in the 
Juvenile Court. 

After he is some tens of years older he acquires 
a superficial coating of an artistic temperament, 
providing he is blessed with the requisite amount 
of money, and perhaps he lectures on the elevating 
influence of the stage. Meanwhile he has, through 
experience, scheduled the natural emotions that 
caused him trouble in his childhood days and oper- 
ates them a little more judiciously for his own 
benefit. Besides becoming acquainted with his own 
passions, he gains a fair knowledge of other peo- 
ple’s, and with a trained finger on the public pulse 
maybe he spares time from his lecturing to write 
an “elevating” play, such as the mora of New 
York have presented to their audiences. 

Pure romance, the idealistic in any branch of lit- 
erature, has dwindled to sentimental twaddle in the 
hands of modern exponents.

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ORK FOR THE PEACE SOCIETIES. 

President Jordan of Stanford University 
certainly struck the keynote of peace in Chicago 
on Monday in an address before the peace society. 
How true the statement he quoted from the Ger- 
man poet, Schiller, which in English says: “War 
always devours the best!” Taking this as his text, 
the learned president of Stanford ran briefly over 
the high places of history, showing that warlike 
nations always have shown a tendency toward de- 
generation, and that peace has been the uplifter 
of the race. Nations beset by the constant neces- 
sity of fighting have never risen high in the scale 
of civilization. On the contrary, all of them down 
the pages of history have, one after another, fallen 
into decay. 

It is almost a hundred years since the Battle of 
Waterloo. The French people have never recoyered 
from the effectd produced upon them by the long 
wars under Napoleon’s leadership. Millions of 
Frenchmen met death upon fields of battle during 
those long struggles. They were in all cases the 
young, the vigorous, the promise of the nation. The 
old and the imbecile were left at home. French as 
a people have been under stature for these hundred 
years. because of the ravages of those long wars. 

Turn to a more recent instance. England sent 
a quarter of a million specimens of her best blood 


into South Africa when she undertook the subjuga- 


tion of the Dutch colonists. It is said that three 
would-be recruits were rejected in the enrollment 
for that war to the one accepted. The hardships 
of the campaign and the trials of the African cli- 
mate left tens of thousands of these virile Eng- 
lishmen upon the plains of Southern Africa. Had 
this struggle been followed by another similar, as 
in the case of the French under Napoleon, and that 
by a third, it by a fourth, the quarter of a million 
would have been increased four or five times over, 
and the tens of thousands who perished would have 
been increased to a hundred thousand, perhaps to 
a quarter of a million. \ 

It requires no algebra to figure the effect of such 
depletion. Prof. Jordan lucidly shows it by refer- 
ring to the effect of a great drain of emigration 
from a nation. We have another conspicuous in- 
stance in the middie of the last century. When 
the blight falling upon the potato crops of Ireland 
produced a famine and started the exodus from the 
Green Isle there were in the island 8,500,000 in- 
habitants. During the half-century 50 per cent. of 
these have migrated. They were nearly all be- 
tween 10 and 45 vears old. Virile, enterprising, 
intellectual people went abroad to the United 
States, Canada, Australia, all over the world, to 
enrich and strengthen the growing population of 
these new countries, but to the great impoverish- 
ment of the Irish race in its original habitat. Stu- 
dents of sociology account for the enormous in- 
crease in idiocy in Ireland by this draining of the 
population’s best blood. 

In this case, as Dr. Jordan points: out, the wide 
world has been the gainer by the dispersion of the 
Irish people, whose national bird, an Irish poet 
says, is the stork. In the case of wars the best 
blood of the belligerents is lost entirely to the hu- 
man race, and mankind as a whole is down, 
degraded and degenerated by this enormous ex- 
penditure of virility. 

Here is an incentive to the peace societies to 
work, not as faddists, not as dreamers, but in every 
practical manner, to head off wars. 1 
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week in a very unpleasant manner in some village

If we had in Los Angeles county our 300 miles 
of good roads constructed, and if the other coun- 
ties in Southern California would to work and 
connect up their county systems ours at dif- 
ferent points, we would have here a territory as 
big as the greater part of New England with a 
climate inviting to such tours 325 days out of every 
year. Our country is much more entrancing in the

worth twenty-four hours’ time, to one seeing tie 
magnificent residences and beautiful gardens align- 
ing the streets. From there along the foothills are 
stretches of country as beautiful as the sun shines 
upon. It would take another day to see all the beau- 
ties of Pomona, surrounded by luxuriant orange 
groves, with the pretty houses, from foun- 
dation to ridge-pole with roses. So the party passes 
to Riverside, Redlan up the heights to Arrow- 
head, on into the mountains; and when that part 
of the country is covered, there is the trip to San 
Diego and down into Old Mexico, along the waters 
of the blue Pacific, or a tour up the coast to Santa 


passing the Bay of Naples. 

Let us hurry up our good roads throughout the 
State, making a connected system by which the 
tourist may pass from one county to another, from 
one city to another. And let us at the earliest mo- 
ment devise some way to relieve the assessors from 
the obligation of taxing automobiles brought here 
from the East by tourists whose stay is measured 
by less than a year. If the machine has been 
twelve months or thereabouts in the State, the own- 
er would find little desire and no excuse for not 
being taxed.

UNION’S ROSEMARY WELL TAPS 
NO PETROLEUM. 


New the Second Deepest in the 
World—Strings of Casing Longest 
on the Gilebe—Result of Drilling 
in Arizona Declared Demonstration 


Just on the edge of Los Angeles at 
Rosemary. in the Sherman field, the 
Union Oil Company is drilling a well 
already down 5117 feet without oil, 
with holes all around and within a few 
feet of it at practically halt the depth 
pumping steadily.
